His organization likewise is asking 
these other legislative steps: 
1. Amend

assessment of industrial ma­ 
chinery and equipment. 
2. Repeal the mercantile li­ 
cense tax laws. 
Shoop said his group regarded the 
mercantile tax law as an "indirect 
sales tax on the volume of business, 
regardless of profit.” 
Three Counties Observe law 
As for the assessment law, he said 
that only three counties now ob­ 
serve it — Allegheny, Erie, and 
Beaver. He said in Allegheny alone 
it represented $120,000,000.

Separate From Traded Bases 
None of the proposed bases, it was 
explained, has any connection with 
the naval bases which the United 
States acquired from Great Britain 
last September in exchange for 50 
World war destroyers.
